Weeks—How Transportation 


Difficulties Are Overcome. 


Jxmdon.—Gen. Sir William Robert- 


son in a speech recently gave a graph-1 
ic Impression of some of the extraor- 
dinary aspects of the present war. It 
1ms become merely trite to observe 
that the war has now completely o\er- 
•shadowed every other occupation and 
Interest in the world, but the extent to ] 
which it has done this is suggested in 
a most forcible way by some figures 
which General Robertson employed. 


In the armies of all the belligerents,! 


he said, there are now 24,000,000 men, 
which excludes the 
great 
civilian 


armies behind the front; In the Fran- ' 
co-Prussian war the total of all casual- 
ties was less than 500,000, while In 
this war the killed alone can be count- 
ed by the million. 


"During the past five or six weeks 


we have, I suppose," said General Rob- 
ertson, "expended some 200,000 tons ol 
ammunition, which has had to he 
moved by road, rail and sea from the 
factories in England to the guns in 
France and man-handled probably not 
le&s than half a dozen times." 


Great Transportation Task. 


Two hundred thousand tons of am- 


munition means rather more than 1C,- 
000 carloads as measured by the minia 
ture freight cars commonly loading 
about twelve tons that are used in 
England. 
General Robertson didn't 


suggest, but any railroad manager with 
whom one talks will promptly make 
good the omission, that the mere trans- 
portation of this one item of war «up- 
plie<! at a time when freight cars have 
been sent to France by the thousand 
constitutes a terrific drain on the coun- 
ty's capacity to move things. 


To transport ammunition is a par- i 


ticiilarly delicate and dangerous l>tis| 
ness nnd It is only because1 of -plendu1 


mganlzatlon and high efficiency ainonp 
railroad employees that there lia\e 
been so \ery few accidents and prac- 
tically no real disasters as incidents tc 
this service. General Robertson paid 
a special tribute to the men who have 
organized and carried on this branch 
of war work. 


Comparing the scale nnd scope of ' 


1 the present war with former struggles, 


Gei i i.il Robertson was particularly in- 
t«'u-..'ig and impressive. He observed 
that the greatest peculiarity of the 
present war is in the colossal numbers 
of men employed at the front. 
A< a 


matter of fact, he omitted to empha- 
size his figures by observing that tin- 
great proportion of the civil popula- 
tion immediately engaged in work for 


( the support of the army is quite a« Ira- 
' pressive a peculiarity of this struggle.' 


A Warfare of Machinery. 


It is n warfare of machinery and 


' mechanisms, many of them new and 


heretofore almost untried. These have 
required to, be produced, to b* tested 
nnd to have great bodies of men 
trained for using them. 


Cotnparing^the present war with 


that of 1870 between Germany and 


1 France, General Robertson observed 


that "in the 1870 war armies were 
counted by the hundred thousand, and 
at the battle of Gravelotte, where the 
heaviest losses were incurred, the to- 
tal casualties were only about 33.000 i 
men'on both stiles, while for tho whole 
vvlr the total casualties of both sides 
were less than half a million. 
' 
( 


"In the present war the killed alone i 


can be counted by the million, while , 
the total number of men engaged 
amounts to nearly 24.000,000. In fact, | 
this war is not, as in the rm*t, n war I 
merely of opposing armies, but a war' 


1 of nations, nnd there is not today a ( 


i man or woman in the empire who Is' 


not doing something either to help or 
to hinder the winning of the war. A ' 
man of great distinction told me the ' 


j other da> that he estimated tho weight 


i of purely military effort at only "J"> per 
' cent of the whole, the remaining " 


per rent being, strictly speaking, of a 
nnnmilltary nature, and made up of 
many 
elements—agriculture

Central Europe's food problems have 


during recent months been adversely 
influenced by the /act that slowly the 
railroads are losing their efflde'ncy and 
are no longer able to do their share in 
the distribution of these necessities. 


The war has made heavy demand! 


upon the lines, and it has been Impos- 
sible to give trackage and rolling stock 
the care they require; 
.

For almost two yean fidW the Tall- 


roads have been neglected.; TUs/.aad 
the heavy traffic over many df the'prin- 
cipal lines due, to the war have made 
the railroad system a mere shadow at 
what It was formerly. 


Tracks In Poor Condition. 


Ballasting has been very Indifferent* 


ly done by old men, boys, women and 
prisoners of war, with the result that 
the wear on the ties has been unusual- 
ly severe, a condition which In Its torn 
has caused a rapid deterioration of 
the rails and rolling stock. 


Lack of skilled labor has prevented 


the state and private railroads from 
keeping the rolling stock in good re» 
pair.- This compelled a lessening In 
the speed of trains. A redaction of 
carrying capacity of the; roads liaa also 
resulted. Locomotives especially are 
in poor condition. In their case neg- 
lect was added to more and heavier 
service. 


It Is very doubtful whether In all of 


central Europe it would be possible to 
find an engine capable of performing 
a service within. 60 per cent of Its for- 
mer efficiency. This Is especially no- 
ticeable In cold weather, when the 
steam Issuing from a hundred leaking 
Joints Illustrates what per cent of pow- 
er is derived from the coal burned. 


Lines Tied Up by Wreck*. 


Hardly a week passes without some 


wreck. Most of these have been to 
freight trains, since the sweeping re- 
ductions in the speed of passenger 
trains were made last fall. The fact 
that the lines are then tied up for 
hours at a time increases the difficulty 
of the traffic situation. 


Lnst winter thousands of tons of po- 


tatoes and other vegetables 
were 


ruined In this manner, trains having to 
bo sidetracked Tor days in order to 
clear lines of wrecks and then permit 
delayed military transports to pass. 


The outlook in railroad matters In 


central Europe is extremely gloomy. 
Many of the lines must be entirely re- 
laid with ties aad rails before a normal 
traffic cnn be conducted over them. 
While the war lasts this work cannot 
be done, and with each day the de- 
preciation Increases In almost geometri- 
cal proportions. 


The yards of most railroad can- 


t<r< are cloeeed with rolling stock 
which is no loncer serviceable. Should 
the war last another two yea» central 
Europe win be obliged to completely 
re-equip most of its Unea.
